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Area councils meet to discuss 
support of RHA corporate review

Mountain View County coun¬ 
cil says they are also concerned 
about the delivery of health care 
at the local hospital, and plan to 
meet with the town council to 
discuss their concerns. 

Monday night, the county, town 
representatives, Carstairs and 
Cremona representatives met to 
discuss the Town of Didsbury's 
desire to force a corporate review 
of the local health authority. 

The meeting was a result of the 
letter requesting support of other 
councils who had concerns regard¬ 
ing the hospital. 

"The towns feel the hospital in 
Didsbury is deliberately being 
sidetracked as a viable unit,” said 
county councillor Dave Derksen 
who also served on the Didsbury 
and District Task Force. 

Reeve Pat James concurred. 
"We've had an ongoing problem 
for four or five years." 

Derksen outlined some of the 
concerns regarding lack of infor¬ 
mation at the local hospital and 
how the Task Force and the Town 
of Didsbury feel that they have 
tried other methods to have their 
concerns addressed, but believe 
they were not being given straight 
answers. 

'We've had very little success 
with it. When you want informa¬ 
tion you can't get it," said Derksen. 
On that note he asked that the 
county council support the con¬ 
cerns of Didsbury, and the re¬ 
quest for a corporate review, and 
send their own letter to the Minis¬ 
ter of Health. 

The letter written directly to 
Halvar Jonson discusses the seven 
major areas of concern as far as 
the Town of Didsbury and the 
Task Force sees them. These is¬ 
sues include a lack of public confi¬ 
dence in the local facility, the Re¬ 


gion's CEO and RHA5 as a whole. 
It also states that accountability 
is a problem because the RHA is a 
public body and it is felt that ob¬ 
taining any kind of information 
from that body is extremely diffi¬ 
cult. For instance, RHA5 states 
that acute care bed occupancy sta¬ 
tistics reflect at 49% usage using 
an complicated formula, however 
the straight numbers from Dids¬ 
bury Hospital records show occu¬ 
pancy ranging from 65% to 83%, 
according the letter. 

Communication was also out¬ 
lined as a major problem because 
it is felt that the public, who use 
the hospital, are being denied in¬ 
formation and the chance to have 
their questions answered. 

Funding was addressed in 
terms of the funding following of 
the patient. The Town says they 
have not received a satisfactory 
justification why the system is not 
yet using that method. 

The letter questions why it has 
been so difficult to recruit doctors 
to this area, and believes it has 
something to do with all of their 
other issues they addressed get¬ 
ting in the way. It was outlined 
that it is their understanding that 
Strathmore Hospital has 11 doc¬ 
tors who have been granted privi¬ 
leges, and they wonder how a more 
modern facility, such a Didsbury, 
is only able to attract three doc¬ 
tors. 

Other issues addressed as sup¬ 
port for a corporate review, were 
boundaries and why the Didsbury 
hospital is not being marketed to 
the larger centres such as Calgary, 
where doctors and patients would 
be able to use the local facility to 
decrease some of the backlog in 
the bigger centre. 

The letter concludes by for¬ 
mally requesting that the Minis¬ 
ter appoint someone to conduct 


an independent corporate review. 
This letter has been sent to the 
Towns of Carstairs, Cremona, 
Hanna and Mountain View 
County. The Town of Didsbury is 
asking that these municipalities 
examine the concerns and if they 
concur to also forward them to the 
Minister's Office. 

That is how it ended up on 
County council's agenda last week. 

James said, "I think we have 
come to a critical document here." 
However, he added, he felt the 
three jurisdictions involved should 
meet as a whole before the county 
endorsed the letter. 

Other county councillors said 
that they too wanted to have some¬ 
one delve into the issue, but felt 
that instead of just sending a let¬ 
ter to the Minister, they would 
like to meet with all area councils 
to add some weight to their re¬ 
quest and be sure that everyone is 
on the same wavelength. 

James said, "I think we need a 
little more information. If we are 
going to do this and make it effec¬ 
tive, we need to spend a little more 
time making it credible." 

"One more step won't take away 
from this, it will add to the impor¬ 
tance." 

He and the council agreed that 
they would like to meet coopera¬ 
tively with representatives of the 
other councils. Administration 
was directed to make that request 
to the Town of Didsbury. 

The Town agreed that a meet¬ 
ing to discuss the contents of the 
letter requesting a corporate re¬ 
view of Regional Health Author¬ 
ity Five would be important, and 
set up a meeting for this past 
Monday night. Mar. 1. 

Details of that meeting were 
not available at press time, nor 
was the other councils' support, in 
part or in whole, of the letter.

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County not prepared to fund museums

Museums seeking funding 
from the county were told that 
they should find other sources 
of funding by the Reeve, Pat 
James. 

The comments came after an 
agenda item from the four His¬ 
torical Societies in the county 
came across the table. The re¬ 
quest was that the county in¬ 
clude an annual contribution to 
each museum in their annual 
budget to the tune of $12,000, or 
$3000 for each museum each 
year. 

In the letter from the muse¬ 
ums it states, "Each museum 
assembles artifacts and archives 
to increase local knowledge of 
our past. Many of the artifacts 
depict rural life, thus preserv¬ 
ing county history as well as 
being a tourist attraction." 

Harold Johnsrude added that 
each museum had also included 
their financial statements and 
upon review he could say, "The 


historical societies, in a nut¬ 
shell, are not flushed with cash." 

However, some councillors 
felt that they wanted more in¬ 
formation regarding how other 
counties are funding museums 
and how the local museums were 
getting their operating dollars. 

Some councillors stated that 
they didn't see that the indi¬ 
vidual towns in which these 
museums reside are putting 
money towards them. 

Town of Didsbury councillor 
disagrees. He says that the local 
municipality has guaranteed the 
local museum $4000 per year in 
a grant over the past four years, 
therefore the town has supported 
the museum in funds close to 
$16,000. They also have granted 
Community and Facility En¬ 
hancement Program dollars to¬ 
ward the local museum. 

"It is the town's contribution 
to support what we believe is an 
integral part of the community," 
says Dolha who is the former 


town representative on the mu¬ 
seum board. 

County councillors also 
wanted further information 
where the $3000 dollar figure 
was arrived at in the request. 

James said at this time he 
would not support the request 
stating that it was just another 
example of downloading onto 
municipalities from the prov¬ 
ince, who the museum says con¬ 
tributions are continually dwin¬ 
dling. 

James added that there 
should be alternate sources of 
funding instead of coming to the 
doorstep of the county. 

He also stated that he be¬ 
lieves there should be a charge 
to visit a museum, instead of the 
voluntary donation system at 
the door. 

"There should be a charge. 
Donations shouldn't be a source 
of revenue. I think you should 
be willing to pay for these lovely 
museums,” he said. 


Coun. Ben Penner said he 
supported some kind of county 
funding. "Being as it is probably 
the only link we have with the 
short history of our province, 
we should do what we can to 
protect and preserve them.” 

The request was accepted as 
information and will be dealt 
with again at a later date, pend¬ 
ing receipt of further informa¬ 
tion requested.

Murder suspect in local court

A man facing a first degree 
murder charge was in Dids¬ 
bury provincial court last 
Thursday for his preliminary 
hearing, held to determine if 
there is enough evidence to 
send him to trial. 

Landowner Eifion Wyn 
Roberts, 54, faces a charge of 
first degree murder in an inci¬ 
dent that occurred northwest 
of Olds in early October. 


At the time police reported 
that the Olds man was charged 
with the crime after a well- 
known oil executive was shot 
and killed on land northwest 
of the Town of Olds. Police 
were called to the scene of a 
shooting on Oct. 3, and when 
they arrived they found 
Patrick Kent, 42, an employee 
of K B Resources Inc. in Cal¬ 
gary, had been shot dead. 

At the time of the incident, 


police reported that a leased 
land dispute had started an 
argument, which escalated 
until shots were fired and Kent 
was killed. 

A publication ban imposed 
by the judge prohibits publica¬ 
tion of evidence presented at 
the inquiry. 

The preliminary hearing is 
expected to continue on into 
this week at the local court¬ 
house. 


Man sentenced to community 
service 
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William Holt, of Didsbury, 
appeared in Didsbury Provinical 
court on Feb. 24 to be sentenced 
on a charge of simple assault. 

The assault was against a 12- 
year-old Didsbury girl. It 
occured during the day on the 
street. 

According to the Crown, Holt 
tried to entice the girl into his 
home. He put his arm around 
her, but she pulled away with¬ 
out injury. 

Holt's lawyer, Brian 
Forested, said that Holt has 
expressed regret, remorse, and 
shame for the incident. Forested 
also said that Holt's son-in-law 
said that Holt has a good rela¬ 
tionship with his grandchildren 
and that nothing had ever 
happended to them. 

The Crown entered a victim 
impact statemer from the 12- 
year-old girl. The Crown also 


said that the girl is still very 
afraid from the incident. 

Forested went on to say that 
Holt's actions may have been 
caused by loneliness and a prob¬ 
lem with alcohol. 

Holt was sentenced to proba¬ 
tion, abstain from alcohol, and 
50 hours of community service 
to be completed by Sept. 1,1999. 


The Crown also recommended 
that Holt have no contact with 
the victim or the family of the 
victim.

be investigated paramount in new child and

An impasse that has hindered operations within the Town of 
Olds has come to a head with the intervention of Municipal 
Affairs. 

On Monday, Mar.l, Tom Roberts, Municipal coordinator for 
Municipal Advisory Services was given the authority to conduct 
an investigation into the affairs of the Town of Olds under 
section 5-71 of the Municipal Government Act. 

"I'm here under pretty difficult circumstances because council 
has been unable or unwilling to resolve these matters," says 
Roberts. 

The inspection will begin promptly at 10 a.m. on the morning 
of Wednesday, Mar. 3 and will continue for three days, ending 
on Mar. 5. 

Roberts says Municipal Affairs will be looking into town 
records and conducting confidential interviews with town 
employees, town management and members of council. 

"We will expect access to such records... We strongly encour¬ 
age everyone to participate," says Roberts. 

Following the inspection, a draft will be sent to the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs for review upon which time she will render 
a decision. 

The Minister will have a number of options at her disposal. 
She can maintain the status-quo and leave council to go about 
their business, or she may dismiss council as a whole, or any 
number of individual councillors as she might see fit. If she takes 
that route she can order a by-election. 

Another option would be to dismiss the chief administrative 
officer. In this case, an replacement appointment would be 
made. 

In a more drastic decision, whereby both the council and the 
CAO were dismissed, an official administrator would be ap¬ 
pointed, who would take on all of the powers of council and 
administration. 

Councillors who could be reached for comment said they were 
happy that Municipal Affairs has chosen to step in and they are 
hoping for a quick resolution. 

"It is exactly what I wanted to see happen. I have confidence 
and faith in them," Mayor Norma Duncan. 

The issues stem from a December special council meeting that 
called for the Chief Administrative Officer, Gany Gelech's 
resignation over alleged inapropriate activities. 

Gelech says he welcomes the process with open arms. 


family services plan

The community of Didsbury 
was asked last week where they 
believe they could fit into the 
vision of the redesigned Child 
and Family Services Authority. 

Wil Porat, co-chair of the 
board told those in attendance 
at the meeting that part of the 
new set up of CFS is to include 
those who know their commu¬ 
nity best, local residents. Part 
of the plan is to set up commu¬ 
nity councils to represent in an 
advisory capacity the concerns 
and issues in a community to 
the new board. 

"They are the eyes and ears 
of the community," said Porat 
referring to the role the coun¬ 
cils would play in each commu¬ 
nity. 

However, before discussing 
community councils, Porat and 
Pearl Craig, the community 
facilitator ran through the 
changes that have been or will 
be made over the next couple of 
years to the way CFS is run, 
and the vision that the newly 
formed board has. 

Porat said the board's over¬ 
all vision is very simple. "That 
each child is valued - growing in 
a safe, loving and nurturing 
environment... and that each 
child and family lives with dig¬ 
nity, a sense of belonging and 
hope for the future." 


Hanna may be unexpected 
ally in RHA5 concerns

The Mayor of Hanna on the 
east side of the health region 
may be an unexpected ally for 
the local municipalities who are 
supporting the Town of Dids- 
bury's request for a corporate 
review of the health authority. 

Pat Bums says Hanna has 
also been struggling with some 
concerns regarding their own 
facility. 

"The public of Hanna has 
voiced concerns," said Burns. 
In early February, acute care 
beds in Hanna were reduced 
without much notice to a level 
of 18 beds from 21. While Bums 
says he understood that their 
hospital was rated for that 
number of beds according to the 
usage, he was shocked at how 
the closure was handled. 

He and the council believed 
that the beds would be closed, 
however would remain on the 
premises in case they were ever 
needed. However, on Jan. 27, 
the closed beds were physically 
removed from the hospital 
which shocked and angered 
members of his community. 

"With any reduction of beds, 
we want to be fully informed," 
said Bums. 

He says that although some 
of Hanna's concerns may be 
slightly different that those of 


Didsbury and area, he is cer¬ 
tainly interested in being in¬ 
formed about what the local 
area is requesting because of 
their frustration in dealing with 
RHA5. 

When asked if he would be 
willing to take a letter from 
Didsbury requesting the Health 
Minister to force a corporate 
review of the region, he said he 
would certainly have to take it 
through his council, but was 
very interested in seeing the 
document. 

"There could very well be a 
reason for us to sign and sup¬ 
port," said Burns. He said that 
in addition to the concerns of 
the local hospitals, he would 
also like the letter from his 
council to voice an overall opin¬ 
ion of the way health care is 
handled in the province. 

"I feel regionalization has 
failed in communication and in 
the proper appointment of board 
members," said Bums. "I have a 
lot of concerns in that respect." 

Burns says he agrees whole¬ 
heartedly that there is a prob¬ 
lem of communication between 
the RHA and the people and 
towns within. He refers to the 
removal of acute care beds in 
the Hanna Hospital without 
notification. 

Although Bums says he be¬ 


lieves Hanna is not at the same 
level of frustration as Didsbury 
and area, his residents are also 
concerned about the viability of 
their hospital. 

In a press release given to 
the Hanna Herald Burns stated, 
"As a result of Health Authority 
5's decision to reduce the 
number of beds at Hanna Dis¬ 
trict Health Services, the Town 
of Hanna has forwarded a letter 
to the Chairman of the Board, 
Terry Peterson." 

"The letter expresses the deep 
concern of the citizens of Hanna 
regarding the removal of the 
beds from the hospital, and for 
the future of hospital services 
in our town." 

"The Town of Hanna consid¬ 
ers full hospital service impera¬ 
tive - not only for the senior 
citizens, but for the working 
families in Hanna and District." 

He says similar to Didsbury, 
a lack of consistency both with 
the doctors and the hospital 
services are resulting in a lack 
of confidence and usage at 
Hanna Hospital. 

The Town of Didsbury ad¬ 
ministration, upon hearing of 
Burns’ relating concerns, has 
forwarded their letter that is 
being sent to the Minister to the 
Town of Hanna for review at 
their next council meeting. 


This requires, says Porat, 
the cooperative effort of more 
than just CFS. 

"The plan is to work with all 
of the agencies." This would 
include such agencies as 
schools, the justice system, so¬ 
cial workers, mental health de¬ 
partments, The Alberta Drug 
and Alcohol Abuse Commission 
and so on. 

Craig says, "By working as a 
team, we can serve children and 
families in a wholistic way.” 

Part of that includes creat¬ 
ing and maintaining commu¬ 
nity councils that understand 
the needs of their own commu¬ 
nity and can relay those mes¬ 
sages to the board. 

Part of the reason Porat 
and Craig organized the com¬ 
munity meeting for anyone 
interested in children and fami¬ 
lies, was that they were ask¬ 
ing for feedback on how this 
particular community sees 
their community council. Do 
they believe it would be best to 
ask an existing group to take 
on that role, or do they believe 
that a whole new group should 
be sought out that could in¬ 
clude representatives from a 
number of community organi¬ 
zations? 

Those in attendance sug¬ 
gested a number of commit¬ 
tees that could take on the 
role of a community council 
for CFS, but all were in agree¬ 
ment that a whole new group 
of people would better repre¬ 
sent the interests and issues 
affecting the community across 
the board. 

Craig acknowledged the in¬ 
put regarding the make up of 
the local board and said she 
plans to put out a call for 
those who would be willing to 
meet a few times a year to 
address CFS issues in relation 
to the community. 

An employee of mental 
health who attended the meet¬ 
ing said, ”1 think community 
input is invaluable." 

Craig and Porat agreed and 
added that they believe the 
councils are a very important 
part of implementation of the 
new CFS and would like to 
have those set up within the 
next couple of months. 

This council would work in 
cooperation with the board. 

The set up of the councils is 
only one part of the complete 
redesign which has been in 
the works for a number of 
years. It started out with re¬ 
view of the present system, 
then a number of public con¬ 
sultations around the region 
as to where residents saw a 
need. Then, Lots of Hugs, an 
outline document was created 
and again circulated among 
the community. From all of 
that input, a regional author¬ 


ity was formed to begin the 
transition from the old system 
to the new one. 

Craig says that transition 
is under way. The three year 
business plan for Region 5 CFS 
(no relation to the Regional 
Health Authority Five), has 
been reviewed by the provin¬ 
cial governments review team. 
They have recommedned ap¬ 
proval of the plan to the Min¬ 
ister, with some some budget 
revisions, and the transition 
has begun. 

The board has been organ¬ 
ized and very recently a CEO, 
John Reeves was appointed. 
Craig says the target date to 
have all of the plans and the 
transition done, or at least 
well under way, is April 1. 

It was also April 1 that the 
steering committee had hoped 
would be the time for each 
community, all five in the CFS 
region, to have their own 
community resource centre. A 
community resource centre 
would basically be a single 
point of entry or referral for 
those who are in need of CFS 
services. 

Craig says this falls under 
the service presence that they 
wish to attain. 

"We want to ensure that 
every family in every commu¬ 
nity knows the authority is 
there and sees them as acces¬ 
sible." 

The Didsbury area resource 
centre is planned to consist of 
one community resource coor¬ 
dinator, three community so¬ 
cial workers, a half-time spe¬ 
cial needs coordinator and two 
administrative support staff. 

Craig says having an ac¬ 
tual building in place with 
people on site will improve 
residents' access to service 
when they need it. The centre 
would not only be the single 
point of access, but would be 
able to refer people to where 
they need to go to get further 
help. 

This resource centre would 
report to a regional team 
leader who would report to 
the CEO and would report to 
the board and back to the coun¬ 
cils. 

The plan was to have these 
centres up and running this 
spring, however that date has 
been pushed back a little bit as 
the board itself and the plans 
within the organization work 
towards being stabilized. 

In the meantime, anyone who 
is interested in either putting 
their own name forward or 
someone else's who they believe 
has a strong interest in chil¬ 
dren and families, to serve on 
the local community council can

Murder. 

Is this what it has come to? 

A local area man was in court last 
week for his preliminary hearing re¬ 
garding the murder of a land man for an 
oil company who was doing business on 
his land. Apparently, a dispute erupted 
and a gun was pulled and shots fired. A 
young father lay dead in the middle of a 
farmer's field. He did not deserve to die, 
not even if the farmer felt his concerns 
were not being heard. 

You've heard me say it before on a 
number of issues. Communication is paramount to the success of a 
society and its relationships. Although I in no way condone what this 
man is accused of doing, I wonder if the oil company itself holds some 
responsibility for failing to listen. 

In my own personal experiences, these large powerhouses of 
companies bend and flex their muscles, knowing full well that 
because they practically own this province, they can get away with 
almost anything. My step-grandmother, an 85 year old woman, who 
runs a farm near Edmonton all on her own was sitting peacefully one 
day when a knock came at the door. She opened it an found "The Men 
In Black" standing on the other side. Six of these men had been sent 
to deal with one little old lady who doesn't speak English very well. 
They wanted to build a well on her land, which, in itself, was fair 
enough. However after hours of high pressure tactics, Grandma 
signed a deal that took advantage of her. They came unannounced, 
and forced her into signing on the dotted line. When she later phoned 
my step-father she told of the fear she felt with these men lording over 
her, speaking in a language she didn't understand and practically 
holding her hand while she signed it. She was even told that she 
should wait to phone her son until after she had signed. Why? 
Sounds suspicious and underhanded to me. 

This is just one example, but it may illustrate why some of these 
companies have the reputation they do. Their scare tactics are unfair 
and in dealings with many farmers their arrogance is unmatched. 
This is not always the case, there are companies out there who work 
together with not only the farmers, but the community and we have 
some of those in our very own backyard. But, one can't help but 
wonder, if the oil companies did a better job of listening, would people 
have to go to such drastic measures to get their attention? 

Murder is no answer. It is wrong, disgusting and outrageous. But, 
some of these underhanded companies are tarring the name of all 
oilmen and I fear what could happen down the road. There are crazy 
people out there, and many of them have oil wells on their land.

Dear Family and 
Friends, 

Today is another election 
day in Nigeria. The people are 
electing the President. There 
is a polling booth right inside 
the main gate of Hillcrest 
School. 

Things seem to be quiet and 
peaceful. The water strike is 
still on, but there’s a new twist 
to the situation: the people 
who control the electricity and 
telephones are also threaten¬ 
ing to go on strike. If that 
happens it will be very dark 
during the 

nights and we may not have e- 
mail service. 

We trust that this will not 
happen. In case it does hap¬ 
pen, Dan connected a car bat¬ 
tery that we can use for two 
small lights while the inverter 
runs the refrigerator. 

One emphasis for the Disci- 
pleship groups this year has 
been to become involved in 
community service. Several of 
the group have been involved 
with service projects. Janet’s 


Discipleship group decided 
they wanted to do a service 
project for the school. Their 
idea was to paint the wooden 
parts of the playground equip¬ 
ment. They were given 
the go-ahead and began this 
past Thursday. 

They have not had much 
experience painting so with a 
few basic instructions from 
Thomas, one of the school’s 
maintenance men, they started 
in. They have now found out 
how much work it is. They 
thought they would be able to 
finish in a couple of hours but 
now realize that it will take 
them several Thursday after¬ 
noons. They also learned the 
hard way about the need to be 
careful while they paint. Sev¬ 
eral of them had quite a bit of 
paint on themselves. 

Sofie was the worst. Every 
time her hair blew into her 
face she would brush it away 
and put another paint smear 
on her face or hair.

Tiffany really had a difficult 
time with it. Her father recently 
suffered some severe burnsfrom 
a petrol fire. We think they 
will be more careful next week. 

Though they didn’t get as 
much done as they thought, 
what they did do looks very 
nice. They did quite a good job 
considering their inexperience. 
We are proud of them and their 
willingness to do something 
for someone else.

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Didsbury fire department merger closer to reality

Only one step remains in the 
formation of the new Didsbury 
Fire Commission which ties to¬ 
gether the Didsbury area county 
and the town's fire fighting ac¬ 
tivities. 

At county council's meeting 
last week they approved the 
agreement between themselves 
and the town and the formation 
of an authority which would 
oversee all of the funds and 
activities. 

The agreement has gone be¬ 
fore both the town and the 
county council a number of times 
with negotiations, however, this 
is the second to last stage it 
must take before the authority 
will become a full fledged deci¬ 
sion making body. All that re¬ 
mains is for each council to pass 
a bylaw relating to the author¬ 
ity. 

Presently, the town of Dids¬ 
bury operates the local fire de¬ 
partment including capital and 
operating costs. The county does 


not have their own department 
however, when fires are fought 
outside town limits, an agree¬ 
ment was made that the county 
pay their portion through a req¬ 
uisition to their taxpayers. The 
Didsbury Rural Fire Associa¬ 
tion handled all of the county's 
fire fighting dollars. 

The rural fire association 
reviewed the memorandum of 
agreement and gave it full sup¬ 
port and will wind down its 
activities as soon as the new 
body takes over. 

The new authority will pool 
together the resources, both fi¬ 
nancial and equipment of both 
municipalities and be run by the 
board. 

The board will consist of two 
elected officials, the local fire chief 
as an advisor, and one member at 
large from each municipality who 
would be responsible to both coun¬ 
cils. The operating costs of the 
fire department will be shared on 
a 50/50 ratio. 

There was only one obstacle 


in some councillors’ minds re¬ 
garding the final acceptance of 
the agreement, and that was the 
cost share ratio of 50/50 for 
capital costs such as trucks. 
Councillors expressed their de¬ 
sire to have the costs based on 
the rural versus urban popula¬ 
tion at about a 40/60 split. 

Assistant county commis¬ 
sioner, Tony Martens said that 
when worked out at the current 
system, it comes very close to 
50/50 anyway and he didn't be¬ 
lieve it was worth haggling over 
and delaying the process any 
more by sending it back to Dids¬ 
bury council. 

Coun. Dave Derksen agreed. 
"We've been working so terribly 
close to that already... It is so 
close it's not really worth argu¬ 
ing about. We've worked a long 
time to get this document ac¬ 
ceptable to both parties," said 
Derksen. 

Others worried that it would 
set a precedent when dealing 
with other municipalities in the 


County considers dog bylaw

County council is biting at 
the idea of putting in place an 
enforceable dog control bylaw. 

As Tony Martens, the assist¬ 
ant county commissioner ex¬ 
plained there is, in fact, an 
exisitng bylaw but it is so out¬ 
dated that the intent behind the 
bylaw would not suit current 
day standards and is not being 
enforced. 

A couple of months ago county 
council, in response to some 
complaints regarding dog con¬ 
trol, asked administration to 
research what is currently out 
there and propose a new bylaw. 


A very preliminary draft was 
brought to the council table last 
week. 

"This is kind of an important 
issue," said Martens who worked 
to draft the bylaw. He said he 
was at the stage that he was 
looking for councillors' input. 

"I strongly believe it is a good 
bylaw and it needs to be dealt 
with one way or another," said 
Martens. He and his staff used a 
dog control bylaw from the 
County of Parkland as a guide¬ 
line to come up with a draft that 
suits local needs. 

It could include such items as 
dog number limitations, noise 


control and rules how to deal 
with dogs that are on the loose in 
neighboring yards. 

Martens explained that al¬ 
though the way the current by¬ 
law reads a dog bylaw would 
apply to all county residents, it 
could be amended to only include 
those in multi-lot subdivisions 
or acreages. 

The draft was not distributed 
to the public yet, however Coun. 
Diane Davies said that she would 
like it to circulate among some 
county residents for feedback 
before council makes any revi¬ 
sions or chooses to pass the by¬ 
law. 


county who would like to take a 
similar route and form an au¬ 
thority. 

Martens went on to explain 
that currently, the share is based 
on population ratios and said 
that in Cremona, the county 
pays almost 75% of capital costs, 
in Sundre it works out to close 
to 50%. Because it is based on 
population, Martens doesn't be¬ 
lieve other municipalities could 
compare the ratio because their 


urban versus rural would be 
different than Didsbury's. 

Coun. Ian Harvie main¬ 
tained, "It still sets a strong 
discussion tone down the road 
in the future with discussions 
with other municipalities." 

"I hope the town realizes that 
we're being more than fair," he 
added. 

The motion to form the Dids¬ 
bury Fire Authority was car¬ 
ried unanimously.

Twice lately, I have gone with my husband to large 
meetings that were more interesting to him than to me, 
and since I didn't have to pay really close attention or 
take notes, I was free to indulge in one of my favorite 
things, which is people watching. 

I have heard it said that everyone has a double 
somewhere but I don't believe it. Every human being is 
unique. There may be similar types, and of course there 
are family resemblances but except for identical twins 
there are no two people the same. Everyone is issued the 
same equipment, two eyes, a nose, a mouth, two ears, 
basic set of teeth, eyebrows. You would think we would 
all be quite alike but we are all so different and it takes 
such small things to make us so, a millimetre or less on 
mouth or forehead, half an inch in neck length, an 
eighth of an inch anywhere on your nose, the angles of 
your ears or chin, size and width of eyes. 

Begin at the top, with head shapes and hair styles. 
My mom and her generation believed that a caring 
mother turned the baby on a regular basis so that his 
or her malleable little head was nicely rounded, evenly 
shaped on both sides and above all was not flat on the 
back, like a teddy bear. Unless the baby was very weak 
I can't see how all that turning made any difference. Our 
kids, and all the babies I have ever closely observed, 
turned their own heads from birth but Mom's theory 
was "show me a flat headed adult and I'll show you a 
neglectful mother.” I don't think so Mom, I think your 
head shape and size are pretty much determined by who 
your forefathers were and boy is there a variance in 
head shapes.

There are 
heads that perch on long necks, heads that jut straight 
from the breastbone, head that loll and droop and lean. 
I don't think anybody can do much about their basic 
head shape but we each have to take some responsibility 
for our hairstyle and boy is there variety in hair. 

After I have noted some of the more unusual hair¬ 
styles I begin to wonder who some of the people are and 
what their lives are like. A large cranky looking man 
precedes a small fluttery woman, flops into a chair and 
leaves her to fend for herself. A few minutes later he 
gestures towards the coffee machine indicating his need 
for service. She scuttles off and returns with two cups. 
He accepts without a word. What a lovely happy life she 
must lead and he doesn’t look too gleeful either. A 
thirty-ish couple in matching jackets, names on the 
sleeves, Debbie and Ken, probably hockey parents and 
when he looks at his watch, whispers something and 
makes a mad dash for the door you figure the game is 
about over and someone has to be picked up. A very 
young couple in blue jeans hold hands through the food 
line, she peels the foil from his baked potato, he puts 
dressing on her salad. Are they newlyweds living in a 
trailer in Mom and Dad's yard? Is one or both of them 
working off farm while they get started? Financially 
and emotionally are they going to make it? Let us hope. 
There are middle aged couples, nicely dressed and 
comfortable with each other, there are dear old granddads 
and grandma's who have darned well earned it, being 
waited on and cared for younger members of the family. 
There is a small, nervous, thin, man who seems to be 
afraid of his tight lipped, hard eyed, grim looking wife. 
Spousal abuse? Or has he done something dreadful and 
now he's paying for it? 

I remember another of Mom’s theories. "The best 
thing you can put on your face is a smile." She was right 
about that one. Look around any room and clothes, 
hair, head shape, eyes, nose or ears, they are all 
improved with a smile. Attractive faces are the ones 
with a pleasant expression. And if they would tell a 
decent joke at these functions the world would be a 
prettier place.

Jl ocus on the Family 

James C. Dobson, Ph.D., is founder and president of Focus on 
the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the preserva¬ 
tion of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father of two grown 
children, and resides in Colorado. 

He was for 14 years an associate clinical professor of pediatrics 
at the University of Southern California School of Medicine, and 
served for 17 years on the attending staff of Childrens's Hospital 
of Los Angeles. He has also been heavily involved in govermental 
activities relating to the preservation of the family. 


QUESTION: I've read that you have recommended that parents not give little girls Barbie dolls. 
They seem harmless to me. Why do you oppose them? 

DR. DOBSON: First, I should tell you that my objection is more passive and philosophical than 
absolute. My own daughter played with Barbie throughout her childhood years. Nevertheless, I wish 
Barbie would go away. There could be no better method for teaching the worship of beauty and 
materialism than is accomplished with these dolls. If we intentionally sought to drill our little girls 
on the necessity of growing up rich and gorgeous, we could do no better than has already been done. 

Did you ever see an ugly Barbie doll? Has she ever had even the slightest imperfection? Of course 
not! She oozes femininity and sex appeal. Her hair is thick and gleaming, loaded with "body" (whatever 
in the world that is). Her long, thin legs, curvaceous bust and delicate feet are absolutely perfect. Her 
airbrushed skin is without flaw or blemish (except for a little statement on her lower back that she 
was "Made in China"). She never gets pimples or blackheads, and there is not an ounce of fat on her 
pink body. 

Such an idealized model creates an emotional time bomb set to explode the moment a real live 13- 
year-old takes her first long look in the mirror. No doubt about it -- Barbie she ain't! 

Yet it is not the physical perfection of these Barbie dolls (and her many competitors) that concerns 
me most; of much greater harm are the teen-age games that they inspire. Instead of 3- and 4-year- 
old boys and girls playing with stuffed animals, balls, cars, trucks, model horses and the traditional 
memorabilia of childhood, they are learning to fantasize about life as an adolescent. Ken and Barbie 
go on dates, learn to dance, drive sports cars, get suntans, take camping trips, exchange marriage 
vows and have babies (let's hope in that order). 

The entire adolescent culture, with its emphasis on sexual awareness, is illustrated to tiny little 
girls who ought to be think¬ 
ing about more childish 
things. This places our chil¬ 
dren on an unnatural time¬ 
table likely to reach the peak 
of sexual interest several 
years before it is due — with 
all the obvious implications 
for their social and emotional 
health.

If I don’t 
have time for peo¬ 
ple, I am no longer 
a pastor and I am 
acting as if they 
were no longer peo¬ 
ple.”

Farmers to benefit from AIDA

A seven-year study of live¬ 
stock health in the Sundre- 
Caroline area has found a direct 
relationship between sour gas 
flaring at the oil and gas battery 
sites and reproductive outcomes 
in cattle, according to researcher 
Dr. Cheryl Waldner. 

It is believed to be the first 
time a direct association between 
flaring at battery sites and cat¬ 
tle reproduction has been docu¬ 
mented, she said. 

"This is the first study to my 
knowledge that compares the 
health and productivity of beef 
cattle raised in close proximity 
to oil and gas facilities to those 
kept at a distance from well and 
battery sites," Waldner said. 

Battery sites are located 
where one or more oil or gas 
wells come together for the sepa¬ 
ration of gas and liquids. Most 
of the sites include a flare for 
burning gas. 

Sour is any gas that contains 
hydrogen sulphide. 

Waldner’s study is called "Ex¬ 
amining the Association Be¬ 
tween the Petroleum Industry 
and Beef Herd Productivity." 

Waldner is with the Depart¬ 
ment of Herd Medicine and 
Theriogenology at Western Col¬ 
lege of Veterinary Medicine in 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan. 

Running from the fall of 1991 
through to 1998, the study 
looked at seven beef herds in the 
Sundre-Caroline area, with 
about 1,200 breeding females 
involved each year. 

Waldner found the volume of 
flared sour gas from the battery 
sites was associated with in¬ 
creased risk of still-birth among 
the herds. 

"With regards to the sour 
flaring there was a number of 
reproductive outcomes that 
were associated with that," said 
Waldner. "The most consistent 
one, and that was seen essen¬ 
tially four out of the four years, 
was the association with still¬ 
births." 

The slight to moderate in¬ 
crease in risk of stillbirth was 
significant for 1993, 1994, and 
1996, and also for 1995 if prox¬ 
imity to large facility and all 
well sites were also included in 
the model, she said. 

Sour flaring was associated 
with a one-year increase in calf 
mortality risk for the 1992-93 
crop. 

There was also examples in 
1992,1994 and 1995 of increased 
risk of non-pregnancy associ¬ 
ated with exposure to one or 
more of the following facility 
types: sour flaring facilities, all 


flaring sites, active gas wells, 
and larger field facilities. 

Where individual animal in¬ 
formation on both productivity 
and exposure were compared, 
there was evidence of associa¬ 
tion between increased cumula¬ 
tive exposure to total sulfation 
and decreased productivity for 
some of the years examined, she 
said. 

The Sundre Petroleum Op¬ 
erators Group (SPOG), an in¬ 
dustry association comprised of 
oil and gas representatives op¬ 
erating in the Sundre area, said 
the release of Waldner's find¬ 
ings coincide with renewed ef¬ 
forts by the industry to address 
flaring, according to spokesper¬ 
son Alice Murray, with Shell 
Caroline. 

"Obviously, Cheryl's 

(Waldner) study points to some 
interesting kinds of findings that 
should continue to be looked at, 
and that reducing of flaring at 
small battery sites is in align¬ 
ment with the recent CASA (the 
Clean Air Strategic Alliance) 
directive on flaring that they 
announced to try to cut down 
on solution gas flaring," said 
Murray. 

"There is work ongoing in 
the SPOG area to reduce flar¬ 
ing," she added. 

Companies represented on 
SPOG include Shell Oil, Mobil, 
Amoco and Canadian 88. 

CASA is a provincially man¬ 
dated group charged with ad¬ 
dressing air quality issues in 
Alberta. 

Dr. Martha Kostuch, a Rocky 
Mountain House veterinarian 
and environmentalist, said 
Waldner's findings confirm what 
he has been saying all along; 
that oil and gas development in 
the province has a negative im¬ 
pact on livestock health. 

"That's an important finding," 
Kostuch said. "I have been say¬ 
ing this all along, and yes, to my 
knowledge it is the first time it 
has been documented. 

"It is problems that I've being 
saying have existed for a long 
time based on observational evi¬ 
dence, in this area and else¬ 
where in the province." 

Data for the Waldner study 
came from area ranchers, in¬ 
dustry and government, she 
said. 

"The cooperation involved 
here has been maintained for 
almost eight years now so that's 
not a bad length of time to keep 
everybody working together on 
something," said Waldner. 

SPOG has scheduled a public 
information meeting for April 
to discuss flaring issues in the 
region, said Murray. 


Ed Stelmach, Minister of Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development is pleased 
that agreement has been reached 
on the National "Agriculture 
Income Disaster Assistance" 
program (AIDA). Through this 
two year program (1998 and 
1999) the costs of Alberta's Farm 
Income Disaster Program 
(FIDP) will be offset 60% by the 
federal government. Alberta's 
FIDP, which was established in 
1995, has been funded mainly 
by the provincial government. 

'With the federal contribu¬ 
tion to FIDP, a significant por¬ 
tion of the provincial funds dedi¬ 
cated to this program will be 
available for reinvestment in 
other industry initiatives," Min¬ 
ister Stelmach said. "Alberta 
agriculture will commence dis¬ 
cussions immediately with in¬ 


dustry leaders to discuss op¬ 
tions." 

The new National Program 
is modelled after Alberta's exist¬ 
ing FIDP. While farmers in other 
provinces will have to wait for 
disaster assistance, Alberta has 
the infrastructure in place to 
make payments quickly. There 
will be no disruption to Alber¬ 
ta's program. 

Producers can apply for FIDP 
assistance for the 1998 tax year 
as soon as their year end is 
complete and their tax return 
filed. Farmers will only have to 
make one application. FIDP re¬ 
mains unchanged and will be 
used to deliver AIDA to Al¬ 
berta farmers. 

"During the past three 
years, the Government of Al¬ 
berta's FIDP has paid out ap¬ 
proximately $180 million to 


producers. We expect to pay 
out as much as $100 million to 
producers for the 1998 tax year 
alone," said the Minister. 
FIDP has already issued 
cheques to farmers for the 1998 
tax year totalling in excess of 
$2 million. 

"Over the past few months, 
I've announced several initia¬ 
tives to help those producers 
hit the hardest by falling com¬ 
modity prices," said Minister 
Stelmach. "In November 1998, 
we increased the maximum 
amount available under a new 
quick injection loan provision. 
The loan limit went from 
$15,000 to $50,000 with the 
option of interest and princi¬ 
pal being deferred for up to 
two years." Total lending to 
date is over $8.6 million, pri¬ 
marily to the hog industry. 


Initial payments increased 

The CWB announced last week that the Government of Canada has approved increases to the 
initial payments for wheat, durum wheat, and feed barely. 

Effective March 9, 1999 initial payments for all grades of wheat and durum wheat, excluding 
feed, will increase by $10-18 per tonne. Initial payments for feed barley will increase by $10 per 
tonne. The attached table shows the former initial payments, the adjustment and the new initial 
payments, basis in store Vancouver or St. Lawrence. For tough and damp grades, the increases for 
wheat and durum are $15 to $23 per tonne for $14 per tonne for feed barley. 

Farmers who delivered these grains tot he CWB between Aug. 1, 1998 and March 8, 1999 will 
receive an adjustment payment which will be mailed March 19 or received by direct deposit March 
16. Those who wish to defer their direct deposit payment must notify the CWB by March 10, 1999. 

This is the second adjustment to initial payments in the 1998-99 crop year. Farmers with ques¬ 
tions may contact the CWB at 1-800-275-4292. 

Initial payments are guaranteed by the federal government and are paid to farmers when they 
deliver grain. The CWB recommends increases to the initial payments as market conditions war¬ 
rant or each pool account becomes more firm.

CWB urges feds to increase 
funding to Grain Commission 


Concerned that the long-term 
objectives of Canada's quality 
control system are slowly being 
eroded, the CWB has called on 
the federal government to in¬ 
crease funding to the Canadian 
Grain Commission (CGC). A re¬ 
quest for more funds was sent to 
Ministers Vanclief and Goodale 
last week. 

"The core responsibility of 
the CGC is to establish and 
maintain a grain quality con¬ 
trol system that serves and pro¬ 
tects the interests of farmers. 
The financial pressures the CGC 
is facing and the recommenda¬ 
tions contained in its Program 
Review threaten to undermine 
this important role," said CWB 
director Micheal Halyk. Halyk, 
along with fellow directors 
Terry Hanson and Larry Hill, 
met recently with senior CGC 
staff in Winnipeg to discuss the 
Program Review. 

The CGCs Program Review, 
released in January, recom¬ 
mends significant changes to 
help the agency address its $10 
million operating deficit. It pro¬ 
poses, in part, a restructuring 
of the CGC funding base to 
increase user fees, which are all 
ultimately paid by farmers. 

The CWB believes that the 
implementation of, and in¬ 
creases to, a number of user 
fees will change the focus of the 
agency to the detriment of the 
grain sector. "We fear that the 
focus of the CGC will be on 
revenue-generating activities for 
which grain companies are will¬ 
ing to pay, rather than on the 
overriding concern that cus¬ 
tomers receive high quality 
grain and farmers' interests are 
protected," said Halyk. 

Many of the CGCs services 
provide external benefits. In 


particular, the Grain Research 
Laboratory (which assesses 
new crop quality, monitors the 
grain quality as it moves 
through the elevator system to 
market, conducts research on 
Canadian grains and supplies 
technical assistance to market¬ 
ers) provides significant ben¬ 
efits to the public as a whole. 

"These activities deserve pub¬ 
lic funding beyond existing lev¬ 
els in order to capture the tre¬ 
mendous benefits generated for 
the grain industry and Cana¬ 
dian at large," said Halyk. He 
added that, in addition to be¬ 
ing trade neutral, increased gov¬ 
ernment funding would demon¬ 
strate a national commitment 
to maintaining Canada's com¬ 
petitive edge in world grain 


markets and provide some relief 
from the burden cost recovery 
has placed on farmers. 

The CWBs comments on spe¬ 
cific recommendations in the 
Program Review are attached. 
The Program Review is posted 
on the CGCs Web site at 
www.cgc.ca. 

The CWB is one of the world's 
largest wheat and barley mar¬ 
keters. Headquartered in Win¬ 
nipeg, Manitoba, it is Canada's 
fifth largest exporter and larg¬ 
est net earner of foreign cur¬ 
rency.

Bees returning to the hive after a hard day's work can use the front door, but we 
humans had better go around to the back. As beekeeper Tom Hegan of Winfield, 
Alberta explains, bees on guard duty are stationed at the hive entrance. If anything 
other than a bee who lives there is foolish enough to come and ring the front 
doorbell, they’ll likely regret it. 

Hegan is quick to point out that bees attack only if they feel threatened. Most of 
us avoid trouble by avoiding bees as much as possible. But for Hegan and his 
colleagues, that's clearly not an option. And it's a myth that beekeepers seldom or 
never get stung. "We get stung a lot - every time we annoy our bees without wearing 
protective gear,’’ says Hegan. 

Still, there are ways to work with bees without provoking them to the defence of 
comb and home. Choose good weather, when most of the bees are out doing field 
work and fewer will be disturbed when you approach the hive. If the day is wet or 
windy, watch out. Hungry bees cooped up in the hive by bad weather have little 
patience with uninvited visitors.

grammed to be wary of any¬ 
thing dark moving near the 
hive. According to Hegan, 
wearing a dark furry 
sweater is like wearing a 
sign saying "Please sting 
me!" For this reason, the 
beekeeper's standard uni¬ 
form consists of smooth, 
white coveralls, accessorised 
with leather gauntlets and 
high boots. 

In spite of the hazards, 
beekeepers are proud of their 
profession. In addition to 
producing honey and 
beeswax, bees pollinate im¬ 
portant crops such as canola 
and clover, not to mention 
fruit, vegetables, and flow¬ 
ers. So here's to those un¬

Grain 
World, held in Winnipeg, 
Feb. 28 to March 2, is 
Canada’s premier agri¬ 
culture outlook confer¬ 
ence covering grains, 
oilseeds, special crops 
and red meats. 

The Series C contract 
sign-up deadline was 
Feb. 26.
